Ford Grant Nets 
Over $6000 Yearly 


An increase of $6000 to $8000 each 
year in faculty salaries was made 
possible by the Ford Foundation 
pre-Christmas grant to Westminster 
according to Dr. Will W. Orr, presi- 
dent. 


That is the approximate amount 
of annual interest return on West- 
minster’s grant of $216,500 of thé 
more than $500 million awarded to 
private colleges and _ universities, 
hospitals and medical schools 
throughout the country. 


Since the grants are endowments, 
Westminster will not be able to use 
the money as cash. However, the 
sum will be valuable in raising the 
overall salary scale. 


Upon receiving the news by tele- 
gram last Dee. 12, Dr. Orr said, 
“This is without a doubt the finest 
thing of its sort that has ever hap- 
pened to free enterprise colleges. 
It is a tremendous boon to the en- 
tire free enterprise system in the 
United States.” 


“You cannot have free enterprise 
in business without free enterprise 
in higher education,” he added: 

According to the Foundation the 
rnoney was awarded on the following 
basis: “A sum approximating its 
1954-55 payroll for instruction in 
the liberal arts and sciences would 
be given to each . . . privately sup- 
ported, regionally accredited, four- 
year college and university in the 
United States. The income from 
this endowment grant would be used 
for increasing faculty )salaries.” 

A total of $210 million was award- 
ed in 615 colleges and ‘universities. 
A.total of 57 educational -institutions 
in Pennsylvania received varying 
endowments from the grant.

“Morning to you! what can we do for you?” This is the 
familiar greeting of Dr. Frank McClanahan as he enters the 
weather-beaten door of the infirmary 

Few people realize what a usual da day in the infirmary is like. 


Upon entering the “pill parlor,” 


the patient is met by a tall 


medium, or small sized nurse and quickly escorted into the 


treatment room that usually has the 
familiar antiseptic smell of a doctor’s 
office. Here, many complaints are 
heard, including: headache, cold, 
“virus,” growling 
stomach, inability to sleep, pre-exam 
nerves, homesickness, lovesickness, 
and sore throats. The complaints are 
treated accordingly by one of the 
following: red pills, green _pills, heat 
lamp, whirlpool, good night’s sleep, 
throat swab, and the famous “in- 
firmary cocktail.” ; 

Not included under “services ren- 
dered” is the lovelorn clinic oper- 
ated by the infirmary: staff. Several 
times advice and assistance in writ- 
ing a letter’ home has been given 
to an unhappy athlete. 


Students.are not the only patients. 
Members of the faculty and their 
families are also treated. When an 
intermuscular medication is . pre- 
scribed for a pafulty member, the 
“shot” is usually administered by 
the nurse who has the professor for 
a class. 


Frequently it is necessary to ad- 
mit a student to the infirmary, and 
at times this presents somewhat of 
a problem. During football seasen 
movies of a previous game are 
shown to the members of the squad; 
consequently, when the quarter- 
back was hospitalized with the “vi- 
rus,” the movies were shown in the 
infirmary with standing room only. 
On another occasion a member of 
one of the choral groups was ad- 
mitted, so that night practice was 
held in the infirmary. 

In addition to being a hospital, 
the infirmary is also the nurses’ 
home. Entertaining a date can -be 
quite a problem with three nurses 
and only one living room. This 
means first come first served,: and 
the late gomer is entertained in the 
doctor’s office or the “measles 
room.” As the nurses talk over the 
day’s happenings each evening, they 
realize that every day offers new 
challenges that can be found only 
on a college campus.

Pitt Puts Pressure 
On Titans Sat. 


Locals Get Chance To 
Redeem Previous Loss 


Although the odds-makers 
will probably give the nod to 


Pitt, Westminster’s Titans are 


hoping to disappoint them. and 
even up the series in their 
second meeting of the year 


with the Panthers tomorrow night - 


at Westminster’s field house. The 
game will start at 8:15 and the 
pre-lim will pit the baby Titans 
against the Panther cubs. 

Pitt already holds a convincing 
74-52 victory déver the locals when 
the two teams clashed in the open- 
ing round of the Steel Bowl tourn- 
ament. However Westminster 
seemed far from their usual self 
in that game, and tomorrow night 
will tell the tale whether Pitt was 
that much better, or whether the 
Titans really had a bad game. 

In recent years, the Pitt-West- 
minster games have given spec- 
tators something’ to shout about. 
Last season the game went into 
overtime at Pittsburgh with the 
Titans finally edging out a 73-71 
victory. The second time they met 
the Titans barely managed to 
down the Panthers 94-92 in the 
last few seconds of the game. The 
ball was rolling around the Pan- 
thers’ rim as the buzzer blew. 
However, it fell the wrong way 
and the game ended in victory for 
the Titans. 

Can Tie Series 

The series began in 1922 with 
36 games being played. The Titans 
lead the series 19-17, which means 
the Panthers can tie it up. The 
teams will meet once again in 
February at Pittsburgh. 

Other games next week will see 
the Titans once again, taking to 
the road, traveling to Berea, Ohio 
on Monday to’ battle with Baldwin- 
Wallace and on Wednesday at 
Youngstown to meet Youngstown 
college. 

The Baldwin-Wallace series is 
hew with only three games played. 
to date. Westminster holds two 
wins of the trio. Last season the 
two schools won one game each. 

Westminster managed to trounce 
Youngstown three times last sea- 
son, but it may be a different pic- 
ture this year. Youngstown has 
improved greatly, adding more 
heighth to their starting quintet. 

Westminster holds a_ lop-sided 
edge of 23 wins against one loss 
in the 24 games played to date.

College Conducts 
Self-Evaluation 


Members of the administration and 
faculty of the college, along with 
other schools in the. Middle States 


area, are conducting several self-_ 


evaluation studies, Dr. Will W. Orr 
announced this week. 

Future plans for Westminster will 
he made on the basis of the results 
of the-present study. Such self-eval- 
uation is needed to cope with the 
increased enrollments expected in 
the coming years, administration of- 
ficials explained. 

A current study is being held by 
the administration in conjunction 
with outside expert opinion on the 
disposition of college expenditures. 

Also currently in progress is a 
self-evaluation study by a- faculty 
committee regarding intercollegiate 
athletic policies.

Today he teaches college men in 
a pcorly lighted, dingy classroom 
so cold ‘that he has to wear an over- 
coat to keep| warm. He sleeps in an 
unheated dormitory with fio hot, 
running water for a shower. Many 
of us qn our campus have automo- 
biles; he rides a~bicycle because of 
the inflation: in Pakistan’s economy. 

We gave |to W.US. because one 


* of our own stood before us and ac- 


quainted us with the discouraging 
and disheartening conditions of col- 
leges and universities of her own 
native country of Jordon. 

We gave because in Ewha’s Wo-

men’s university in Korea, the class- 
es are held in huts made of crating 
lumber. The buildings have no win- 
dow glass, no heat and no floors. The 
laboratory in which they work their 
scientific experiments has a canvas 


‘ roof—and we looked about our own 


campus at the buildings and fa- 
cilities we have. The furniture these 
Korean students have is what they 
make themselves. Their lunch is 
a bowl of cold rice, brought from 
home, mixed with hot water supplied 
by the college. It was concerning 
these students that President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, upon returning from 
Korea at the close of 1952 said, “— 
the students of Korea will inherit the 
problems of tomorrow, and it is to 
them that we must look for the virile 
leadership that will shape her des- 
tiny along democratic lines.” 

I believe that in our giving this 
week to World University Service, 
we have earned, in a very real sense 
for ourselves and our college,. the 
D. D. Degree—Dollars for Destiny. 


From Pakistan

For those students who had the chance to personally meet 
our guest for this past few days, Dr. Maqbool Ahmed Bhatty of 
Pakistan, they discovered a delightfully pleasant young man. 
With his intelligence, sincere attitude and keen wit, it is pos- 
sible to see why he has obtained such an important position at 


such a young age. 


Most of us know very little about @ 


Pakistan. His visit certainly did 
awaken our interest in that new 
nation. During a recent discussion, 
Dr. Bhatty was asked the following 
questions, ahd these are the answers 
that he gave in synopsis form. 

Q. Did the terrible floods in Pa- 
kistan during the past year seriously 
affect your economic system? 

A. The flood waters did 360,000,000 
rupees damage to government prop- 
erty alone. | This) would be equal to 
twenty billion dollars here. In three 
months, the main damage was re- 
paired, but) many funds that had 
been specified for other uses had to 
be spent. | However, the disaster 
seemed to bind the nation closer 
together. 

Q. Does the presence of Communist 
China and Russia on your borders 
bring’ about favorable Communist 
sympathizers? 

A. In Pakistan the strong religious 
feeling has stopped the growth of 
Communism, However, when there 


““were famines several years ago, 


there was an increase in pro-Red 
feeling. Fortunately, it was kept in 
check and the Reds won’t gain as 


long as the government progresses. 

Q. What is the form of govern- 
ment? 

A. The government is patterned 
after the British Commonwealth. Ev- 
ery man and woman over twenty- 
one can vote for the representatives 
in their provincial assembly. The 
members of the central assembly are 
elected by the provincial assemblies. 
There is a new constitution being 


. prepared which has a one house 


legislature with an equal number 
of delegates from East and West 
Pakistan. The president will be a 
figure-head. Most of the work will 
be done by the cabinet with the 
prime minister at the ‘head. For 
awhile Pakistan was considering a 
two house legislature, but too many 
problems arose. 

Q. What languages are spoken? 

&: There are two native languages 
spoken in Pakistan and this has 
caused a problem. In West Pakistan 
they speak Urdu while in East Pa- 
kistan the language is Bengali. Both 
sections have kept their own lan- 
guage. English is taught in the

Details of Senator Duff’s proposed 
speech are not known. 

Duff has been a strong supporter 
of Eisenhower ever since the move 
to “draft Ike” in the 1948 Repub- 
lican convention. He was also one 
of the head men in the G.O.P. 
draft - Eisenhower’- for - President 
movement before the Republican 
convention in 1952. 

In 1948 at the Republican na- 
tional convention that summer, 
Duff defied. the powerful Pennsyl- 


vania Old Guard and risked every-_ 
thing in an attempt to stop Thomas 


E. Dewey. He advocated drafting 
Eisenhower. When Dewey was se- ' 
lected as candidate, Duff went 


down hill politically. 

But when Dewey lost the election 
Duff bounced back strongly being 
elected to the U.S. Senate in 1951, 
beating the Democratic incumbent, 
Sen. Francis J. Myers, ‘in the gen- 
eral election. f 

Senator Duff, at 63, was first | 
elected to a political office in 1946 
as governor of Pennsylvania. 

He has been described as-an in- 
dependent; middle-of-the-read Re- 
publican who’ likes ’ action and 
plenty’ of it, and who believes. that 
it’s results that count.

Recently |the) University of Viet 
Nam in Indo-China has developed 
in this previously  strife-ridden 
country. For many years the French 
had operated the French speaking 
University jof |Hanoi. In May of 
1955 this university was turned over 
to the Viet Nam -government and 
was given its present name. Now it 
stands as one of the biggest protec- 
tion methods against Communism. 

According) to. the Geneva’ agree- 
ment, the northern section of the 
university had to be brought to Ha-: 
noi. This influx of six hundred ref- 
ugee professors and students seri- 
ously crowded | the meager facilities 
available. There is a shortage of 


buildings due to the increased num- ° 


ber of students and a lack of funds 
to provide |housing for these poor 
refugees. | 

The school has very few labora- 
tories, and the ones that they pos- 
sess are not well equipped for re-

search. The libraries are poor and 
incapable of maintaining a lending 
service. However, these problems 
are being eased by lIcans from 
friendly countries and organizations 
like WUS. 

A school is never complete with- 
out a good faculty. To obtain good 
instructors, in addition to local Viet 
Nam _ professors, scholars from 
France, the United States and Aus- 
tralia have been added to the fac- 
ulty. Of course this international 
faculty requires the use of three 
languages—Vietnamese, French and 
English. Even though most of the 
students can understand all three 
languages rather well, most of them 
attend classes with three dictionar- 
ies. ; ty 

With these handicaps and prob- 
lems, the University of Viet Nam 
promises to be the best defense 
against Communist aggression in 
that section of the Orient. 

As citizens of the United States 
and contributors to WUS, we have 
helped Viet Nam and ourselves to 
fight the Red Plague.

Many Available Opportunities 


Have you ever thought of traveling abroad and going to 
school? At one time or an other, most of us have considered 
it, but have crossed the idea off our future list because of 
financial problems. However, there are plenty of individual 
colleges and universities which offer scholarships to American 


students in addition to the world 
known Fullbright and Rhodes schol- 
arships. 

The Fulbright program is part of 
the international, educational ex- 
change activity of the Department 
of State. It is financed through the 
use of foreign credits and currencies 
which have been acquired through 
the sale of surplus property abroad 
for educational exchange. Students 
are chosen on the basis of academic 
qualification, ability to work inde- 
pendently, stated purpose and the 
indispensible ingredient of personal- 
ity. Students: who go to small col- 
leges are given the same considera- 
tion as students who go to large uni- 
versities. Thus, a Westminster stu- 
dent with the same qualifications as 
a Pitt student would have as much 
chance to be chosen. 

Contrary .to public’ opinion, the 
Fulbright scholarship’s primary pur- 
pose is not helping bright students 
get Ph. D’s, but to give representa- 
tive young Americans, who are qua- 
lified for further study, the chance 
to study abroad at a foreign uni- 
versity. Since this program was in- 
augurated eight years ago, 5,549 Am- 
erican students have gone abroad 
to study at universities in 27. dif- 
ferent countries. In addition to the 
students, the Fulbright program pro- 
vides grants for American teachers, 
professors.. and.. lecturers. to. go 
abroad. 

The Fulbright scholarship is just 
one of thousands that are offered 
each year to American college stu- 
dents. If you.are interested in be- 
coming a foreign student for grad- 
uate work, you should consult the 
head of your major department or 
your advisor. They usually have all 


“ scholarship. material—for home and 


abroad—for your’ major subject. 
Other.*scholarships may be obtained 
by writing to foreign universities. 
These scholarships are for student 
use and I can’t think’ of any better 
student than a Westminster student 
to take advantage of them.

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COLLEGE TO RECEIVE $150,000 


Mrs.J.B. Mayne 
Leaves Money 


For Building 


Westminster has _ received 
its largest individual gift in 
the history of the college. Mrs. 
Jessie B. Mayne of New Cas- 
tle bequeathed in excess of 


$150,000 to be used either for 
establishing a chair in chemistry or 
for a new student union building. 

If the funds should be used in the 
construction of the union building 
it will correspond to the present 
campus buildings in architecture. 
Features of the new structure may 
include sleeping accomodations for 
guests as well as a recreation cen- 
ter for students. 


Board to Decide 


Although the board of the college 
will meet today, Dr. Will W. Orr 
said he thought it would make its 
final decision in favor of a new 
student union building. The new 
building will be known as the “Wal- 
ton-Mayne Union Building.” If the 
board chooses the chemistry chair 
it will be called “The Walton-Mayne 
Chair of Chemistry.” 


.The gift was left in memory of 
Mrs. Mayne. and _ her late brother, 
William D. Walton, who graduated | 
from the college in 1895. Previous 
to his death in 1953, Mr. Walton and 
his sister had discussed their plans 
to make a substantial contribution ~ 
to the college. 


Mrs. Mayne received the bulk of 
her brother’s estate and she wanted 
to carry out her brother’s wishes. 
For many years Mrs. Mayne, who 
had been a friend of the college and 
a frequent visitor, believed that the 
private college or university was a 
vital part of the training of young 
people, and help preserve the free 
enterprise system which is one of: 
the nation’s greatest. assets. 


Amount to Exceed $150,000 


After several bequests to relatives 
and friends, Mrs. Mayne left the 
remainder of her estate to the col- 
lege, an amount to exceed $150,000 
revealed Alex Crawford Hoyt, presi- 
dent of the Union Trust company in 
New Castle, and executor and trus- 
tee named to the will. The will was 
filed in the Register of Wills office 
Wednesday.

If the rule was intended to cut~ 


down the effectiveness of this All- 
American it was a failure because 
big Bill has led his Dons to 21 
straight, court triumphs this season 
and 48 consecutive victories over 
a two year span._However, in gen- 
eral the rule has made it a little 
harder for the big man and a little 
easier for the small man. 

The small man has a wider lane 
in which to drive and, even: though 
today’s “racehorse” ‘basketball is 


‘ primarily a big man’s game, the 


small man still has a chance if he 
has great driving speed and a dead 
eye. Chet “the Jet” Forte of Colum- 
bia, who stands five feet nine inches, 
and Chuck Rolles of Cornell at five 
six are two outstanding performers 
in the Ivy league who prove that 
the little man is not yet completely 
finished. 
Slowed Down Mikan 

But back to the twelve foot lane 
—this rule was first adopted by the 
professionals primarily to stop 
George Mikan. It proved to be so 
successful that the colleges were 
soon to snatch it up when the big 
men started to completely dominate

the college coaches decision to widen 
the lane and decrease the scoring. 
The rule could be made even more 
effective iff both defensive men 
were given inside positions, as in 
pro ball, that way évery foul shot 
missed (would almost .surely be 
grabbed off by the defense. 

24 Second Rule 

The pros have a couple more rules 
that in a few years could improve 
the game on the college level. The 
24 second rule is the most important. 
If you’ve watched the professional 
games on S:‘turday afternoon, you’ve 
probably noticed the clock at the 
end of the floor and on the floor. 
This clock ticks off 24seconds and if 
the team controling the ball fails 
to shoot within the allotted time 
the ball is given to the opposition. 
This rule eliminates freezing and 
creates higher scoring games. 

Six Personal Fouls 

Another rule which is of minor 
importance but would be a great 
help to some teams, especially West- 
minster, is the rule concerning per- 
sonal fouls. In the professional ranks 
each player is allowed six personal 
fouls beforé being ejected from the 
game. These six personals instead 
of the customary five could make a 
big difference to the outcome of 
many games. It would have made a 
big difference for the Titans last 
week against Geneva. 

I’m definitely in favor of these 
rules being adopted in college ball 
and I think the evolution of basket- 
ball in the next few years will have 
to include either one or both new 
rules mentioned above.

6’5” junior this week. Collier’s: Magazine gave him an honor- 
able mention in their annual All-American team. 

Riley, former McKeesport high school star, has tallied 


1388 points in three years to set a 
mark no former Titan has/ equalled 
in four years of competition. 

In addition he holds |the all- 
time records for most field goals 
(418) and free throws (552). 

Three players who graduated in 
1952 follow Riley -in total points. 
Pat King, of Connellsville, scored 
1143 points in his four years, in- 
cluding 412 field goals. Johnny 
Abraham of Irwin had 1080 mark- 
ers and Ed. Halas of Ford City 
scored 1037 in four years. 

In «addition, Riley set the mark 
for most points per game when he 
scored 38 against Geneva college 
February 18 at Memorial Field 
house as the Titans went down to 
a 78-77 defeat. Riley held the pre- 
vious mark at 37. 

Pat King scored 1143 points in four 
years of varsity play. Johnny Abra- 
ham scored 1080 points and Ed Hal- 
as scored 1037 points during the 
same period. All three graduated 
from. Westminster_in 1952. 

The Titans have enjoyed eight out 
of nine winning seasons. In the ’48- 
749 season, the Titans won fifteen 
and dropped eight. In the following 
years, they have sported 25-4, 22-6, 
15-7; 17-6, 14-11 and this past sea- 
son had a 13-11 tally. This series of 
winning season was interrupted only 
during the 1952-53 campaign when 
the Titans were hurt by the gradua- 
tion of King, Abraham and Halas.

dawn of a golden age. 

In the midst of this overjoyed 
activity, one finds that a little bit 
of the vicious old world has crept 
aboard and threatens to make this 
glorious new age fall to pieces. 
Ham is the sore spot here. Not on- 
ly does he cause doubt and taunt 
his shipmates with old fears ‘and 
misgivings, he also burdens his fa- 
ther with sceptical questions. 

It is at this. point in the show 
that the animals (portrayed by 
Wende _ Westinghouse, Patricia 
Genge, Catherine Snyder, Nancy 
Reese, Joyce Guy, Helen Lemmon, 
Betty Oursler and Ingrid Clay) are 
cleverly worked into the plot. They 
are the best and only friends that 
Noah has left. Hence, he pours out 
his troubles and fears to them and 
they, trying their utmost to comfort 
their friend» respond in their most 
understanding growls. 

Thus, “Noah” becomes the story 
of a kindly old man who grows 
lonely in his faith, pilots ‘his craft 
safely to shore in the midst of 
doubts and is rudely deserted by 
the young folks the moment they 
set foot on solid ground once more. 
Although disheartened by the 
course of events, Noah, himself is 


, left undaunted in his faith in God. 


Noah’s appeal to Him for’ some 
sign of satisfaction provides a 
touching moment. 

Andre Obey, the author of “No- 
ah,” is acclaimed as a fresh and 
versatile writer who ‘is certain to 
leave his mark in the annals of 
French play writing. It would be 
impossible indeed to attempt a full 
assessment of his talent and contri- 
bution to the theater. Seeking .a 
career as a writer, Obey began 
with short stories, turning next to 
journalism as a means of livelihood, 
doing some music criticism and 
sports reporting, adding finally, 
dramatic criticism. He next cen- 
tered his efforts on novels until at 
last he focused his talents upon 
play writing. Meeting with success 
in this field, Obey continued along 
these lines and produced many dif- 
ferent types of plays from tragedy 
to fantasy. Although Obey .is the 
acknowledged creator of a number 
of fine productions, “Noah” is con- 
sidered to be his masterpiece. 

Combining the efforts of the out- 
standing abilities of Andre Obey 
with arduous rehearsals, well-plan- 
ned scenery, and cleverly designed 
costumes, Mr. Barbe, his associates, 
and his cast hope to produce, 
through “Noah,” a single effect up- 
on the audience that will be re- 
membered in the highlights of Lit- 
tle Theatre presentations at West- 
minster.

The Tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier was perhaps appropriate as a 
last place to visit before we left 
the city. A lone sentry stands 
guard before the tomb which was 
carved from a single block of mar- 
ble. The words, HERE RESTS IN 
HONORED GLORY AN AMERI- 
CAN SOLDIER KNOWN BUT TO 
GOD, are inscribed on the rear 
panel. At Arlington, in peace, rest 
heroes of all our wars, without 
regard to race, creed, faith or col- 
or—a symbol of the American way 
of ‘life.

We have all heard speakers who can quote “wet” statistics 
on the nation’s crime wave, or tell us how our obituary lists 
have been perpetually lengthening because of the evil liquid .

men representing the Alcoholics

pious platitudes in that chapel. 
One speaker was 28 years old; 
he had only been sober for one 
year in the last ten. This sober 
year had been the one just past. 
His story was one starting with an 
ideal childhood and a fine family 
life. It contained two years of col- 
lege which were terminated because 
he was. too drunk to take the final 
exam. ‘This particular person had 
enough courage and gémption that 
with a_ little help and (if you ex- 
cuse the expression) guts, was able 
to rise from his state of degredation 
to one of respectability and decency. 
Some day when you have a 
couple hours to spare, read Lillian 
Roth’s autobiography, Vl Cry To- 
morrow, (it’s fast and interesting 
Miss Roth tells her story 
factually and frankly. She doesn’t 
want your sympathy. There may 
be times when you get a little sick 
at your stomach as this young 
woman’s intimate fight against al- 
coholism and miental illness is re- 
vealed to you. She tells how it 
all started ...

It was raining at Melbourne last 
week. The track at Melbourne’s 
Olympic stadium was soaked. On 
that rain-soaked track World Cham- 
pion Miler John Landy figured to 
run his favorite distahce in no bet- 
ter than 4:04. But as he breezed 
past the three-quartér mile mark 
he heard his time announced as 3 
min. flat. He decided to turn it on, 
and finished the final quarter in a 
blazing 58.6’ seconds to break the 
4 minute barrier for the fourth time 
in five races. The 3:58.6 second time 
is 0.6 seconds off Landy’s world 
record. . 


To run a four-minute mile for four 
out of five tries is an amazing feat 
in’ itself. Landy, however, would 
have had a much better record if 
he had not stopped to help a fellow 
runner in his last race. He ran that 
one in 4:05. 

His 3:58 record for the mile will 
probably stand for some time. Lan- 
dy, himself is sornewhat of a freak. 
His lung area is larger than that of 
most people, and he breathes a 
bit differently also. Physicians have 
said that the mile can be run much 
faster’ than Landy’s record, but his 
record will stand until that faster 
miler comes along. 

Speaking of the Olympics at Mel- 
bourne, Avery Brundage, president 
of the International Olympic com- 
mittee and the world’s number one 
defender of pure amateurism, soun- 
ded off on the subsidized ‘athletics 
of the USSR. He was forced to make 
this statement by the advance alibi 
making of the critics who fear that 
Russia’s_ state-subsidized athletes 
may whip the U.S.’s expense account 
amateurs at the Olympics in Aus- 
tralia next November. 

Mr. Brundage said that champions 
are not made by subsidies or train- 
ing camps but by diligence and in- 
telligence. . . It is not the strength 
of other people that we in the US. 
need fear. It is our national com- 
placency. . . If Russian success in 
the Olympic games arouses us . . 
it will serve a useful purpose. 

It is the opinion of many, people 
that Mr. Brundage has assumed the 
position of an ostrich with his head 
in the sand. It is common knowledge 
that without proper training facili- 
ties and. adequate equipment, no 
country can turn out Olympic ma- 
terial. Things have gone far enough. 
Either we start to support our ‘ath- 
letes with state funds or gét Russia 
to stop their subsidization. _ 

Yes, Mr. Brundage, Russian suc-

Broke Scoring Record 
He broke every scoring record at 
Overbrook high school in Phila- 
delphia and showed promise of do- 
ing the same at Kansas U. He play- 
ed for the freshman team at Kan- 
‘sas; and when “they played their 
varsity, they beat them. They beat 
a varsity which was one of the 
best in the middle west section. 
A jammed house watched Wilt 
perform that night, and they were 
all amazed at his tremendous agil- 
ity. Ex-Coach of Kansas U., Adolph 
Rupp said that all he needed was 
Wilt, three girls and a Phi Beta 
Kappa man to have a winning 
season. 
Scored 91 Points 

In high school, Wilt scored 91 
points in a single game as his 
Overbrook squad trounced Rox- 
borough 126-23. I have seen Wilt 
play in scrimmages and games and 
I can assure you that he is not 
an awkward, gangling goon. He has 
the agility of a much smaller man. 
He has a good hook shot and a 
fair jump, and occasionally he'll 
take a one hand jump from out- 
side. 

»The favorite offensive play for 
Overbrook was a shot from out- 
side which was purposely short. 
Wilt would leap high in the air 


. and tip the ball in. Don’t think 


it was easy for the opponents to 
shoot because every shot that was- 
n’t looped would be batted away 
by the giant Chamberlain. His gi- 
ant arms almost reached the edge 
of the rim without jumping. I saw 
one game he played against West 
Philadelphia in which he got tired 
of dunking the ball in an ordinary 
fashion; so he leaped high in the 
air and dunked the ball with one 
hand and caught it before’ it left 
the basket with the other and then 
dropped gently to the floor.

When Wilt decided to go to col- 
lege, he ‘received 106 scholarship 
offers. Some schools even offered 
to take Wilt’s high school coach 
along to coach Wilt in college, but 
Kansas won out. 

They got Wilt because they 
worked on his mother and told her 
not about his basketball opportu- 
nities but abuot the opportunities 
of gaining a good education and 
a good job after graduation. Wilt 


‘ did not have to worry about grades 


either because he was a B student 
in high school. 
Received Instruction from Johnston 
During vacations, this past win- 
cer, Wilt worked out with the Phil- 
adelphia Warriors, _ professional 
basketball champions, and received 
expert instruction from Neil John- 
ston, who led the National Basket- 
ball association in scoring in 1954 
and 1955. i 
The Warriors want Wilt when he 
graduates from college and some 
basketball followers say he would 
play professional basketball right 
now without college experience 
but the AAU’ has made Wilt’s fu- 
ture doubtful and their decision 
will have a big effect on next 
year’s basketball season.

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Council Gives 
Its Ideas On 
Contest Policy 


During the regular meeting of 
the Student Council called to order 
by President Craig Cachdollar on 
April 24, two issues that had been 
pending were unanimously voted 
upon. The council’s attitude to- 
ward the administrative policy con- 
cerning participation in off-campus 
contests was composed and pre- 
sented by Marion McConnell Wolk. 


Her report reads as follows: 


Student Council understands that. 


Westminster college has adopted 
this policy (1) in order to super- 
vise the academic pursuits of those 
who might jeopardize their grades 
by participating in contests unau- 
thorized, by the college and (2) in 
order to protect the name of the 
college from misrepresentation re- 
sulting from» misconduct by stu- 


* dents in contests without permis- 


sion. 

Although we of Student Council 
understand and respect the motives 
behind this policy, we feel that its 
far-reaching implications are dan- 
gerous. 

1—We feel that it is implied that 
college students are not ‘capable of 
budgeting their own time out of 
the classroom. 

2—We feel that this policy cov- 
ering all students is unfair because 
the problem that precipitated the 
policy affects only a small per- 
centage of the student body. 

2—We feel that the problem will 
not be solved by simply limiting 
student freedom in the contest area 


y —the real problem is a social one, 


and there are too many wide-open 
areas for this to be a logical policy. 
4—Because one of the reasons 
for initiating this. policy was that 
students were doing inferior work 
in the classroom as a result of par- 
ticipation in unauthorized off-cam- 
pus contests, we feel that a satis- 
\ factory approach can be made in 
the classroom—in that the professor 
as a remedy can give the student. 
his choice: to do adequate work in 
class or expect to fail the course. 
Here the choice is primarily in 
the hands of the individual. 
5—Although we certainly support 
the administration’s policy for stu- 


« dents on probation, we feel that 


when a student .has shown enough 
maturity and responsibility: to be 
in acceptable academic standing, 
he also is able to properly conduct 
his leisure time. Therefore, al- 
though it is.generous of the college 
to assume a guiding or watchful

The world of sport 
was favorably impressed by this 
true-blue gesture, for the Holly- 
wood club was a cellar club.zin 
every sense of the term, never 
faltering for an instant in its zeal 
to support the rest of the league 
upon its spine. 

It’s not every baseball town 
where such a thing could happen: 
a testimonial dinner to a tail-end 
team. But there was a.reason in 
this case, and a glance at the guest 
list reveals it. The fans of the 
Hollywood ball club are all com- 
edians. I mean, that is the way 
they make their living. The root- 
ing body. consists almost entirely 
of Marx Brothers, Ritz Brothers, 
and Joe E. Brown, with here and 
there a Hope and a Benny. 

Comedians Gag 

It is well known that no com- 
edian can resist a dinner invitation 
which gives him a chance to gag- 
in the professional meaning of the 
word—across. the remains of the 
banquet fare. At the banquet, the 
loyal fans arose one by. one and 
delivered gags about cellar ball 
clubs, filling the word “Hollywood” 
into material on cellar clubs origin- 
ally written by Abner Doubleday 
in 1839, when it had ’em in stitches, 
and slightly revised for mixed par- 
ties by the National commission 
in 1908. 

There used to be a dangerous 
tendency in baseball to pass com- 
edians. and other actors into the 
ball. parks of the country on_ the 
sly. Once inside the park, they 
sped like homing shoats for the 
press box, where they took up most 
of the seating space and directed 
dirty looks at reporters who hit 
the typewriter so loud that the 
guests could not hear themselves 
speak—a fate generally conceded 
among actors to be 7.5 . degrees 
worse than death.

This situation became so acute 
in New York City at one time that 
it led to the formation of a union, 
the Baseball Writers Association of 
America. In the Polo Grounds 
many years ago, a Chicago base- 
ball historian, Mr. Hughie Fuller- 
ton, one day found the press box 
pews covered with cured ham, that 
is to say, with visiting Thespians. 
Mr. Fullerton approached his us- 
ual seat and tapped its tenant on 
the shoulder.

' tests, we feel that it would develop. 


more individual’ maturity and self- 


respect to be responsible oneself for 
one’s budgeting of study, leisure, 
and contest time with no pushing 
or coddling. If a student cannot 
muster enough self-discipline to 
keep himself in college, is he col- 
lege material? 


6—If students participating in 
outside contests should, however, 
disgrace the name of the college, 
we. point out. that some sort of 


‘ social probation already established 


should result: as punishment. We 
feel that effective disciplinary meas- 
ures for handling such cases already 
exist and can be merely extended 
to cover misconduct in contests. 


Thus students still could exercise 
self-discipline in deciding what 
they may or may hot do in their 
Spare time, but it also would be 
known that disgraceful behavior 
would result in some form of pro- 
bation. 


It is obvious in this statement, 
we fell, that we wish to place more 
sense of responsibility and encour- 
age more maturity on ‘the party of 
our students.

Senator Barkley Dies 


Barkley Dies at 783—Former Vice-President Alben 
W. Barkley collapsed-and died of a heart attack 
while giving the keynote speech at the Mock Demo- 
cratic convention being held at Washington and Lee 
university, Lexington, Virginia. The funeral ‘was 
held in Washington on Wednesday with burial in 
Paducah, Ky., yesterday. 

Death March Sergeant Held — Staff Sergeant 
Matthew C. McKoen is being held on a manslaughter 
charge by the Marine Corps as a result of his forced 
night march which resulted in the deaths of six 
marines. : The tragedy has caused a revision of the 
rules concerning the powers of drill instructors.

A record will 
be kept for each individual in or- 
der that he or she may receive 
blood or donate if an emergency 
should arise. 


Lynn Daugherty, president of : 
Beta Beta Beta, announces. that the 
results of the survey reflect those 
on a nation-wide scale. .Type O 
was found to be the most common, 
type AB being most rare. Approx- 
imately 15 per cent of our students 
have a negative Rh factor. 


In four years of blood typing, 
only. one case of AB blood has been 
discovered among our number. & 
rather unusual condition was ob- 
Served in that a fair percentage 
of those typed showed a tendency 
toward anemia. 


A special session of blood typing 
will be held on Saturday, May 5, 
from 1:30 to 5 pm. Any parents 
of students or students who wish 
to take advantage of this service 
may do so in room 304 of the old 
science hall. 


Typing will be done by members 
of the honorary trained last year 
at Jameson hospital, New Castle, 
and by students whom. they in ° 
turn instructed.

Doctor of Di- 
vinity degrees will be conferred on 
both Rev. Campbell and Rev. Fos- 
ter. 

Rev. Campbell, a 1924 Westmin- 
ster graduate, is superintendent of 
the United. Presbyterian Home for 
Children, Mars and Rev. Foster, 
who was graduated from Westmin- 
ster in 1920, has more than 30 years 
service as a missionary. 

Miss Thompson was graduated 
from Sterling College in 1918 and 
received her master’s degree from 
the University of Kansas in 1920.

The Danforth Foundation, an edu- 
cational trust fund in St. Louis, Mo. 
invites applications for the sixth 
class (1957) of Danforth Graduate 
Fellows from college serior men and 
recent graduates who are preparing 
themselves for a caréer of college 
teaching, and are planning to en- 
ter graduate school; in September, 
1957, for their first year of graduate 
study.

If a man receives the Danforth Ap- 
pointment, together with a Rhodes 
Scholarship, Fulbright Scholarship, 
or Woodrow Wilson Fellowship, he 
becomes a Danforth Fellow without 
stipend, until these other relation- 
ships are completed. 

All Danforth Fellows will partici- 
pate in the annual Danforth Founda- 
tion Conference on Teaching, to be 
held at Camp Miniwanca in Michigan 
next September. 

The qualifications of the candidates 
as. listed in the announcement from 
the foundation are: men of outstand- 
ing academic ability, personality con- 
genial to the classroom, and integ- 
rity and character, including serious 
inquiry within the Christian tradi- 
tion.

Of The Middle East Crisis

Editors Note: It isn’t often that a feature is written by a 


faculty member. 


However, at the last possible moment, I 


asked Dr. Delber McKee, chairman of the History depart- 
ment, to discuss the background of the present middle east 


crisis. 


Because this topic is of interest to many on campus, 


we felt that the background on the crisis would be valuable 
in understanding the present developments. 


One cannot possibly understand the present crisis in the 
middle east without going back at least to 1948 when Israel 
emerged after a short but bloody war with Egypt as a separate 


state.

belligerent attitude of the Jewish 
state has not improved the situa- 
tion; conscious of its weakness in 
the midst of larger hostile neigh- 
bors, Israel has tried to compensate 
for its weakness by presenting a 
militant front. Nevertheless, it 
should be regarded as a little island 
surrourided by an Arab sea. The 
Arab states have never officially 
recognized its existence, and an 
uneasy truce, marked by, constant 
raids by both sides, has continued 
over the last eight years. Only the 
UNO, backed by the moral support 
of the western powers, ‘has pre- 
vented the outbreak of new con- 


. flicts in the area. 


But more recent developments 
have weakened the restraining in- 
fluence of the UN. When Egypt 
failed to get all of the arms that 
it wanted from the west, it turned 
to the USSR which is especially in- 
terested in the oil of the middle 
east. In flirting with the Commun- 
ist Powers, Nasser antagonized the 
United States to the point where 
this’ country refused to supply a 
loan to Nasser for the construction 
of a huge dam at Aswan. Maddened 
by this, and particularly by the 
nature of the rejection, Nasser re- 
taliated by nationalizing! the Suez 
canal, a move that could not have 
been any better calculated to:alarm 
and enrage the British if deliber- 
ately planned that way. The same 
act, as well as the belief that aid 
was being given by Nasser to the 
Algerians, also infuriated the 
French. Se) 

Although Egypt was left with few 


The present Egyptian president, Nassar, fought in that 
war and has waited for the day ever since when he could lead 


friends among the great powers, it 
could Still, count on the USSR— 
at least it could until the Russians 
became preoccupied during the last 
few days, with the uprisings in 
Hungary and in Poland. 

The breakdown of the truce in 
the middle east-could have hardly 
failed to break’ down under the 
pressure of recent events. Israel 
had become increasingly restive 
over the recent Jordanian elections 
and the Egyptian buildup of streng- 
th with Russian arms. The British 
had seemed eager for any excuse 
to intervene against Egypt under a 
treaty right to reoccupy the Suez 
canal in case the canal was en- 
dangered. And the French had ap- 
peared willing to support the Brit- 
ish in taking drastic measures. _ 

With the Egyptians temporarily 
isolated, Israel judged the time 
ripe to embark on what resembled 
a preventive war, although it is 
called a “retaliatory action” by 
Israel. Rumors have it that the 
British knew Israel was planning 
the invasion and may have en- 
couraged the step. Within a matter 
of hours Israel had advanced deep 
into Egyptian territory and had 
been jeined not long afterwards 
by the British and French. 


One cannot easily see how any 
nation can gain from. the present 
conflict. The British may gain 
control of the Suez canal only to 
lose their precious oil and valuable 
property besides if the Arabs 
choose to destroy vital pipelines. 
Israel may win another little war 
but will still have to live with 
neighbors, more hostile than ever. 
The United States and the Soviet 
Union face an alternative between 
another Korea and a destructive 


nuclear halocaust. Only a deter- 
mined effort by both those powers 
has already indicated its strong de- 
sire to do so. ;

College Students Think 
Ike Will Win Election 


By a margin of almost three to one,.college students feel 
the Republicans will take this year’s presidential election: Were 
the students expressing their party preference, however, the 
Democrats would receive top billing, since another Associated 
Collegiate Press poll showed that 40 per cent of the college 
students considered themselves 
Democrats, 33 per cent Republicans 
and 27 per cent Independents or 
other. 

Associated Collegiate Press gath- 
ered collegiate opinion on this pre- 
ference by: sampling from a repre- 
sentative national | cross-section’ of 
college students. The following 
question was asked: 

Who do. you think will win the 
presidential election this fall, Re- 
publicans or Democrats? 
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cause the average American is 
tired of being squeezed already.” 
And another freshman coed at 
Mississippi college states: “The pub- 
lic has seen what Eisenhower can 
and has done so I think the coun- 
try’s eyes will be opened and Ste- 
venson will win.” “The Democrats 
will take it because they have two 
strong men running instead of one 
strong and one weak man,” says a 
senior at Ohio university.

who thinks it will be a “close race.” 
And a graduate student at Ohio 
university represents another seg- 
ment of undecided opinion with this 
statement: “Both parties are pretty 
much on a par in this campaign.” 







A large number of students con- 
sidering themselves either Demo- 
crats or Independents feel the Re- 
publicans will win on November 6. 
For instance, a ‘senior attending 
Juniata college considers himself 
an Independent but feels the GOP 
will win the election, and then adds: 
“I don’t favor this result person- 
ally.” On the other hand, few of 
the students classifying themselves 
as Republicans feel the Democrats 
will win. 

The vast majority of students (re- 
gardless of their party preference) 
feel the GOP will win because of 
Eisenhower’s personality and pop- 
ularity. A Southeastern State col- 
lege (Durant, Okla.) senior states 
simply: “Because of Ike’s popular- 
ity,’ while a-sopohomore at Tyler 
college (Tyler, Texas) says “Ike is 
still popular enough to win by his 
personality.” 

A few. students pick the Repub- 
lican victory because of economic 
factors, GOP past record and plat- 
form. 

In contrast to emphasis placed 
upon the president’s health earlier 
in the year, very {few students even 
mention the issue in this polling. 
And there is not a single mention 
of the Democratic - Republican, 
war-peace issues, possibly indicating 
that college students consider it a 
phony and/or unimportant issue. 

Students believing the Democrats 
will win November 6 have a variety 
of reasons for their choice although 
no single reason is mentioned very 
frequently. Here are several . of 
the more typical responses. A grad- 
uate ‘coed at the University of Wy- 
oming (Laramie) thinks the Demo- 
crats will get more votes “... be-

A survey of the geographical dis- 
tribution of Westminster college stu- 
dents made by the recorder’s office 
reveals the enrollment includes per- 
sons from four foreign countries and 
22 states. 

Countries represented in the West- 
minster student body are Canada, 
Jordan, Korea and Venezuela. Two 
freshmen are from Venezuela and 
each of the other countries has one 
student at the college. 

States represented in the 1085 en- 
rollment figures include California, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan, Nevada, New 
Jersey, New York, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin. 

Pennsylvania has the most repre- 
sentatives with 393 men and 385 
women for a total of 778 students. 
Ohio has 138 students New York 73, 
and New Jersey 39.

French who are helping the Israeli 
cause. Thus, we would be fighting 
two nations that we are allied with 
in another. pact. This would, cer- 
tainly cause a break-up of the 
NATO organization, an event which

To better understand NATO, let’s 
look back over this pact to see 
what good it has done the seven 
years that it has been in operation. 
All historians believe that economic 
prosperity insures strength and this 
is one of the chief objectives of 
NATO. If a government’s economic 
foundation becomes rocky, the citi- 
zens of that country begin to ques- 
tion their political institutions ard 
start to look around to see if any 
other country has the solution to 
their problem. It is a dissatisfied 
people who fall prey to Communism 
and other rebellious ideas.

“Ike” Defeats Adali. 


Ike Wins By Landslide But Democrats Take 
Congress—Piling up the largest majority that any 
Republican presidential candidate had ever polled, 
President Eisenhower was easily re-elected. How- 
ever, the great popularity of Ike was not enough 
to bring him a Republican Congress. In Pennsyl- 
vania, incumbent Senator James Duff, Republican, 
lost out in a close vote to Joseph Clark, Democrat, 
the former mayor of Philadelphia. 

British and French Cease Fire In Egypt—After 
seizing effective control of the Suez Canal, the 
British and French forces declared a_ cease-fire. 
Egypt also announced that it would accept the UN 
request for a cease-fire if.all foreign troops with- 
drew from Egyptian soil. The next step is to turn 
the control of the waterway over to a UN police 
force which-is now being quickly organized. 

Russians; Crushing Revolt in Hungary—Against 
overwhelming odds, the Hungarian rebels kept fight- 
ing in Budapest. Though threatened with death, 
the rebels have vowed to fight until the last drop 
of blood. Most of the fighters are high school and 
college students. Finally, after several days of in- 
terment, a convoy of automobiles carrying Western 
diplomats was permitted to cross into Hungary.

Against Russian Rule 


General Strike Hits Hungary—After being beaten 
in their effort to gain freedom from the Russian 
dictatorship, the Hungarian nation of 10 million 
people started an almost complete general strike to 
achieve their ends. At the present time the only 
active resistance was reported at two factories on 
Csepel Island which the workers have turned into 
armed fortresses. 


U.N. Police Force to Enter Suez Zone—A pre- 
liminary team of 12 U.N. truce observers have already 
moved into the 600 yard wide no-man’s land in the 
Suez Canal zone. They are still awaiting the arrival 
of the U.N. police force which is assemblying at 


Capodichino, Italy. Egyptian President Nazzer in- - 


sists that the U.N. has no duties in the canal zone, 
that British-French forces withdraw from Port Said 
immediately and that the U.N. force be confined. to 
policing the 1949 armistice line between Egypt and 
Israel. These demands have helped to hinder the 
progress of the cease-fire. 


Mexican Navy Fires on U.S. Shrimp Boat—The 
American boat Pescadora was fired on by a Mexican 
gunboat and its captain was critically wounded. The 
cause of the clash was the dispute over the limits 
of off-shore waters. The Mexicans claim sovereignty 


for 11 miles off-shore while the U.S. claims that ~ 


Mexican control extends out only three sea miles.

About 250 persons attended the 
meeting held in the Wallace Me- 
morial chapel Saturday morning, 
Nov. 17. President Will W. Orr 
presided until Mr. Studley was 
named president. Dr. Orr spoke 
to the League about Westminster’s 
football team and a possible NAIA 
bowl bid. 

A motion was made and) passed 
to have two Parent’s Days annu- 
ally at the college. Formerly, there 
was just one day in the. spring. 

The group adopted five motions 
established by the executive com- 
mittee at a meeting last | month. 
These points outline the aims ahd 
duties of the group including the 


establishment of an annual fund; 


program that will strengthen the 
college. Other aims include estab- 
lishing closer relationship between 
students, parents and the (college; 
éncourage parents to transmit ideas 
to the college; that parents) be in- 
formed of the activities and plans 
of the college; and that the League 
assist in bringing facts about West- 
minster to prospective students.

1949.

About 400/ parents 
attended. the Carnegie Tech-West- 
minster football game Saturday af- 
terroon as guests of the college.

A biography, Ring Lardner, by 
Donald Elder is among the new 
books fouhd. in the library this 
week. Ring Lardner was a base- 
ball reporter, newspaper columnist, 
writer of short stories and a hu- 
morist. Elder; who is from Lard- 
ner’s home town, Niles, Mich., be- ~ 
gins with Lardner as,the youngest 
of nine children. He then tells of 
his early years of sports writing 
and of his entire literary career 
with its tragic ending. 

Stevenson’s Letters to Charles 
Baxter, by Ferguson and Wain- 
grow, is a collection of the letters 
which Robert Louis Stevenson 
wrote to his lawyer and friend, 
Charles Baxter.’ Stevenson and 
Baxter exchanged letters from their 
undergraduate days until Steven- 
son’s death. They are the frankest 
of all of Stevenson’s letters and 
they clarify many points in his 
biography. 

Tombs, Temples and Ancient Art 
is a personal account by Joseph 
Linden Smith of his exploration in 
Egypt. For a half century he de- 
voted himself to the task of bring- 
ing old Egyptian art back to life 
in the form of his own paintings, 

An Historan’s Approach to Re- 
liZion by Arnold Toynbee is an in- 
tense study of history. Toynbee re- 
alized the importance of religion 
in the drama of the ages. This real- 
ization brought him to the ques- 
tion of what, Kis own attitudes to- 
ward religion were. His book is an 
answer to this question.

Minneapolis—(ACP)—Perhaps the most controversial en- 
tertainer in our country today is Elvis Presley. Much comment

Comment has come from all types of people. He has been both 


hotly criticized and praised by the 
clergy, by politicians, by other en- 
tertainers, and by about everyone 
else who has heard him.

In order to get the collegiate slant 
on Elvis, Associated Collegiate Press 
asked the following questions of a 
representative national cross-section 
of college students: 

DO YOU ENJOY LISTENING TO 
ELVIS PRESLEY? 


The results: 
Men Women Total 
35% 44% 38% 

No 54% 46% 51% 

Undecided 11% 10% 11% 

It is interesting to note that coeds 
are a bit more favorably inclined 
toward Elvis than college men. Just 
what this means, however, is open 
to speculation, especially since many 
of the coeds say they enjoy listening 
to Elvis but “can’t stand watching 
him.” 

This ability to enjoy Presley’s sing- 
ing but not his looks is, however, 
not restricted to the coeds by any 
means. It is the dominant qualifi- 
cation of all students answering that 
they enjoy his singing. In fact, few 
students give Elvis an unqualified
